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Foreword 


Nowadays you’re just as likely to hear sacred music on 
any top TV show as you are in church! What with Elvis 
Presley’s hit record on ONLY BELIEVE, and PUT YOUR 
HAND IN THE HAND, and AMAZING GRACE, it seems 
that gospel and religious music is right up there with the top 
hits of our time. I think this movement started a few years ago 
through the efforts of a group of gospel musicians, record 
producers, and publishers called the Gospel Music Associa- 
tion who have spent a major portion of their time getting air 
time on radio and TV for sacred music. 

Current trends in sacred music are exciting. Even more 
exciting than watching, however, is participating in the 
change. Our musical heritage has brought us through many 
transitional periods. Martin Luther was one who was greatly 
responsible in bringing church music to the congregation. 
Until then the liturgy of the Church had been carried on by 
the priests and choirs, with little involvement from the 
people. But with Martin Luther the people began to sing. 
Then the people sang in their own language, hymns instead of 
psalms only. All this was hundreds of years ago. 

But we live in the 20th century, an exciting time of 
musical challenge and change. In other fields, even since 
1940, our life-style has changed almost beyond comprehen- 
sion. It is amazing to think how dependent our lives are now 
on power steering, color television, home freezers, dish- 
washers, self-cleaning ovens; men landing on the moon more 
than once; hundreds of passengers in an airliner which, by 
itself, is higher and longer than the Wright Brothers first 
flight! Think what exciting potentials the next years hold. 

How has church music changed to keep pace with an 
ever-changing society? But for an hour on Sunday mornings, 
it exposes its influence on us. There are many answers given, 
and each is supported by authorities in the church music 
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field. There are those who feel that the sanctuary is a holy 
place and therefore does not need to glamorize itself to make 
itself more attractive. Then there is a school of thought at the 
other end of the spectrum that uses every contemporary tool 
employed by advertising agencies, newspaper ads, TV spots, 
radio commercials, and the like, to attract people to attend 
services, all equally contemporary. Religious lyrics are put to 
contemporary melodies and rhythms in an effort to com- 
municate the Church’s message in a medium that is known to 
the off-the-street person. And why not? 

We hear music every day all around us, in every circum- 
stance: while we eat, while we work, in the car, in elevators, at 
the doctor’s and dentist’s offices, and in the supermarket. 
Why not use these same musical forms in church? 

There are many qualified composers hard at work 
writing music that is communicating to people in and out of 
the established church. 

The name of John Peterson is synonymous with gospel 
music in popular ballad style. John has been writing songs 
since he was in school at Moody Bible Institute and later at 
the American Conservatory in Chicago. He presently resides 
in Grand Rapids, Michigan, where he continues to write new 
music. I’m sure John would agree that composing is his great 
love, and the success of his songs proves that he does his craft 
well. OVER THE SUNSET MOUNTAINS was the first 
Peterson song that I ever heard. Since that time I’ve heard 
many more from his pen, but I think I would rate OVER THE 
SUNSET MOUNTAINS as one of his very best. 

Bill Gaither is one of the new breed of gospel song- 
writers. He knows music, he loves people, and his talent and 
life have brought dignity and honor with respect not only to 
himself, but to the gospel songwriting business. His biggest 
song is HE TOUCHED ME. This song is fast becoming a 
“standard” in gospel music. 
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“Current trends in sacred music are exciting. 
Even more exciting than watching, however, 


is participating in the change.” 


The gospel song differs from a hymn, and this difference 
should be noted: a hymn tells of praise to the Almighty God 
in that the message of the lyric is directed toward God; a 
gospel song is directed at other people, telling them of God’s 
love, compassion, and interest in His people. HE TOUCHED 
ME speaks of us as individuals with the heavy burdens that 
weigh down upon us, and the peace and healing that Jesus 
offers when our lives are opened to His touch. 

I BELIEVE (In A Hill Called Mt. Calvary) was voted 
runner-up in the Gospel Music Association’s Song-of-the- 
Year contest for 1969. 

JESUS IS ALL YOU NEED, is another fine gospel song, 
by Norman Clayton. In this song, the composer has given us a 
series of problems that confront and upset us all, yet the 
answer is found in faith in Jesus Christ. The melody is an easy 
one that is readily retained after only one or two verses, 
which makes the lyric content easier to communicate. 

The hymn is usually a corporate expression using “we” 
and “our” as a grammatical tool for creating togetherness in 
worship. The gospel song uses “I,” “me,” “my,” and “you” 
to give a greater personal meaning to the song. For purposes 
of easier categorizing let us call a gospel hymn one that uses 
certain forms of both the gospel song and the hymn. 
Examples of the gospel hymn might be BEYOND THE 
SUNSET, and THE OLD RUGGED CROSS. These make a 
somewhat personal application within their texts. It is inter- 
esting to note that among the poll takers of popular opinion 
as to what everyone’s favorite hymns are, the majority of the 
Top Ten are always gospel songs! IN THE GARDEN, THE 
OLD RUGGED CROSS and BEYOND THE SUNSET always 
top the list. 

Probably the greatest of all our sacred songs is HOW 
GREAT THOU ART, a Swedish tune with lyrics by Stuart K. 
Hine, a translator who currently lives in England. We feel very 
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fortunate to be able to include this great song of our faith in 
our collection, and are grateful to Hal Spencer of Manna 
Music, Inc. for granting us this permission. Used throughout 
the entire world, and in every Billy Graham Crusade, it has 
been recorded by every major singer, pop or religious. If by 
any chance you are not acquainted with this song, once you 
are, you will love it as millions do. 

A trend worthy of consideration is the use of secular 
tunes for a sacred purpose. From time to time, a pop song hit 
is of a sacred nature. There have not been a great number of 
“hit” sacred songs. But I am speaking more of songs like 
WHAT THE WORLD NEEDS NOW IS LOVE, and LET 
THERE BE PEACE ON EARTH. These are not religious or 
sacred songs per se, though they have both been adopted and 
used in churches all over the land. Ministers have preached 
sermon after sermon based on the lyric of these two songs, 
and have found great success in reaching young people for 
God and for His Church with these songs. 

THE BEST OF SACRED MUSIC holds for us a wealth of 
the best music available today. The message, as from the very 
beginning, is that God loves us, and that His love is our 
strength, a message we all need. It is this message of reassur- 
ance, I believe, that gives a warm reception to sacred music 
from unlikely popular-music-type places. And it is music such 
as this that bridges the gap between artist and audience, bring- 
ing us all closer together in understanding and sharing, closer 
together in the goals the whole world is seeking these days, 
those of peace and love. 

The variety of titles and style of sacred music available 
within this collection make THE BEST OF SACRED MUSIC 
the kind of publication that will be a steady source of 
material for those who want THE BEST OF SACRED

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HIGHLIGHTS OF 
THE ORIGIN OF THIS GREAT HYMN 


HOW GREAT THOU ART is a hymn of adoration that has 
been heard literally around the world. This is because it has 
been so closely associated with the Billy Graham Crusades. 


The original Swedish lyrics of HOW GREAT THOU ART were 
written in 1885 by a 25-year-old Swedish pastor, the Rev. Carl 
Boberg. The words were first published under the title of O 
STORE GUD (0 Great God) in 1886. 


In 1907 it was translated into German by Manfred von Glehn 
and published as WIE GROSS BIST DU (How Great Art Thou). 
In 1927, I. S. Prokhanoff published a Russian translation 
in Moscow. The Rev. Stuart K. Hine, an English missionary, 
found a copy of it in the Ukraine, and he and his wife began 
singing it as a duet in their evangelistic meetings. Some time 
later, in the inspiring mountain scenery of Sub-Carpathian 
Russia, Mr. Hine was moved to translate the first three verses 
from Russian to English. After Mr. Hine’s return to England, 
he sang the three verses at Gospel meetings during World War II, 
and added the fourth verse in 1948. 


HOW GREAT THOU ART, as published by Manna Music, was 
recorded by George Beverly Shea in 1955. Wherever the beloved 
gospel singer travels, HOW GREAT THOU ART is his most 
requested song. 


Billy Graham gave Mr. Stuart K. Hine permission to quote his 
reaction to the hymn: “The reason IJ like ‘How Great Thou 
Art’ is because it glorifies God. It turns Christian’s eyes toward 
God rather than upon themselves. I urge Cliff Barrows to use 
it as often as possible, because it is such a God-honoring song”.
